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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The drawings are objected to because elements in Figure 1 need to be labeled and Figures 
4, 5 A and 5B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- as only that which is old is 
illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Hirota et al 

(US 2004/0188426 Al). 

The applied reference has common inventors with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of 
invention for the claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference 
under 37 CFR 1 . 1 3 1 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the 
application and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in 
the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing that the 
reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(1)(1) and § 706.02(1)(2). 
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Hirota shows an induction heater comprising: a heating coil 8 operable to inductively 
heat a load 9 with a magnetic field, the load being made of non-magnetic, metallic material 
having a small resistance; a high-frequency power source 13 supplying a high-frequency current 
to the heating coil; a heating output detector (16, 22) for detecting a heating output of the heating 
coil; and a controller (18) operable to control the high-frequency power source according to the 
heating output detected by the first detector so that the heating output becomes the predetermined 
level and, control the high-frequency power source by detecting, based on the measured period, a 
displacement of the load due to the magnetic field. Therefore, Hirota shows substantially every 
feature as claimed except for the explicit showing of the use of a detector for measuring a period 
of time from a time the heating output drops to a first level smaller than a predetermined level, to 
a time the heating output increases to a second level. However, it teaches to use a time period 
according to the change in the detected output level against the lapse of time to determine the 
load movement condition (see Figures 5A and 5B and paragraphs [0008], [0014]-[0018], [0039]- 
[0050]). It would have been obvious to use a detector in Hirota to determine the time period to 
control the load movement according to the detected time period according to this teaching. The 
specific control arrangement would have been a matter of obvious engineering variations of the 
three different embodiments shown in Hirota once it is taught to control the power to the 
induction coil according to the detection of the movement of the load.
